HIS Court receive frequeat Couriers 

from Flanders, to inform them how Af- 

fairs go im thofe Parts : And they appear 

to be under fome Uneafinefs for Lifle, 

though the French give out here that 
‘will hold out all this Year. We have Advice from 
Catalonia, that the Ifland of Minorca and Port Ma- 
hon ate deliver’d up to the Enemy: This News is 
of fo much Importance, that we are willing to ful- 
pend our Belief, till “tis confirm’d. The Marquis 
de Jamaica, late Viceroy of Sardinia, had a favou- 
rable Reception of the King, and appears. often at 
Court. The Princefs of Urfini has efpous’d his 
Party againft thofe who would ‘perfwade the King 
that his Condu& in his Government was in part the 
Occafion of the fpeedy Lofs of that Ifland, Within 
a few Days feveral Perfons have been taken ‘up, on 
an Accufation of corre{ponding with the Egemy ; the 
chief of them are the Durchels de Navera and her 
Daughter, who are fent to Segovia. The Sifter of 
the Duke de Navera, has obrain’d Leave to remain 
confin'd to her own Honfe, in confderation of her 
great Age. ’Tis faid thefe Ladies have written too 
freely of the Condition of this Government to the

Francfort, O&. 27. ‘ The Advices from Vienna con- 
firm, that Count Sinzendorf on the Part of the Em- 
* perour, and Baron Strahlenheim for the King of Swe- 
‘ den, have agreed at Breflau upon an Expedient for put- 
“ ting an End to all furrhér Difputes touching the Ex- 
* ecution of the Treaty of Alt-Ranftad relating to the 
* Proteftants of Silefia, and have fent the refpective In- 
* ftruments of their Agreement to their Principals for 
* their Ratification, in order to their being exchanged. 
‘We have alfo certain Advice by the laft Poft from 
. Vienna, that Prince Ragotski’ has fent an Officer to

From the Camp at Ronffelaer, O&. 27. This Af- 
ternoon my Lord Duke return’d hither from Lifle, 
where be had a Conference with Prince Eugene, the 
Field Deputies of the States, and the Prince of 
Naffau. The Enemy’s Horfe march’d out: of Lifle 
the 25th to the Number of 1200. Their Foor re- 
tir'd at the fame time into the Citadel. The firft 
thing done on the Side of the Befiegers, was to 
throw up a Parallel on the Efplanade to binder the 
Salleys of the Enemy ; who on their Side have at 
the fame time labour'd bard to perfe&t fome Works. 


A good Number of Cannon for Battery and a great, 


Quantity of Fafcines are carried into the City ; and 
Men are working to level the Trenches and repair 
the Breaches, The Hereditary Prince of Heffe- 
Caffe], who was detach’d the 2§th with a Bady of 
feveral Thoufand Men, continues in the Country of 
Artois, The two Armies. continue in their former 
Pofts; and the Enemy, after feveral Attacks, have 
made themfelves Mafters of the Village of Leffin- 
8en, which was of Importance to them for procu- 
ting ProyiGons from Newport, This Afternoon the 
Pafsport for carrying away the Corpfe of the Field- 
Marthal M. d’ Auve:querque was brought hither.

From the Camp at Rouffelaer, Oc. 29. Yetterday 

the Corpfe of the deceas’d Field-Marthal M. d’ Au- 


Verquerque, was carry'd from hence towards Sas 


van Ghent. The Life Guards, the Horfe-Guards, 
and the Dragoon-Guards, were order'd to attend 
the Corple ont of the Camp. A Squadrou of the 
Dragoons had the Van, and were follow’d by a 
Squadron of Horfe-Guards, both which Squadrons 
had Moarning Favours on their Standards, and their 


Kettle-Drums were cover'd with Black: They were 
follow’d by the two Batrallions of Guards, with 


their Mufquets wader their Left Arms revers’d, and 
their Pikes trailing on the Ground; the Officers 


trailing their Pikes, and the Enfigns their Colours 


folded up. - Ali the Officers had Mourning Favours, 
which they are to wear 6 Weeks; and the Colours 
are to wear the like for the fame time. Next came a 
Squadron of the Horfe-Guards, a Squadron of 
‘Dragoons, and all the Adjutants of the deceas’d ; 
then the Caleth with the Corple, 2 Officers of the 
Life-Guatds riding on each Side, and one before, 
with their Swords drawn. The two Sons of the 
deceas’d follow’d, and after them came the Duke of 
Marlborough with the General-Officers. About a 
Mile fromRouffelzer all the faid Regiments drew up 
in proper Order, and faluted the Corpfe as it pafs'd 
by, in the fame Manner they us’d to falute the Field- 
PMarfhal when living. 12 Pieces of Cannon were 


~alfo plac’d ready ; and affoon as the Corpfe and 


the Generals bad pafs’d by, the Regiments and 
Cannon made 3 Difcharges: Which done, they 
retutn’d to the Camp, carrying their Arms in the or- 
dinary Manner. The Adjutants and 50 Horfe- 
Guards, proceeded with the Corpfe towards Sas van 
Ghent, / 

Ghent, O&. 31. On Monday about Noon pafs’d 
through this City the Corpfe of the deceas'd Field- 
Marthal M. d’ Auverquerque, with « Guard de- 
tach’d fromthe Army of the Allies. Our Gover- 
nour only fent his Adjutant to make his Compliment 
of Condoleance. About 10 in the Evening the Corpfe 
arriv'd at Sas van Ghent, where it was receiy’d 
with a Tripple Difcharge of the Artillery ; and by 
the next Morning’s Tide was fent on for Holland. 

Hague, Nov. 1. “Fo Dav 
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areobtain'd: "Tis the Talk here, not only that the 
© Troops of King Augaftus will be taken into the Ser- 
* vice of the Allies, but that a further Augmentation 
* of Forces will be made this Winter. Some fay King 
* Augutus himfelf will go over to England. In the 
* mean time, by Letters from the Army we are affur'd, 
‘ thac during the Actack of the Citadel of Lifle, fome 
* other Enterprize of Importance will be attempe- 


‘ ced: Probably it will be to dillodge che Enemy. from: 


‘ Ghent and Bruges, which feems to be render’d the 
© more neceifary by the Lofs of Leffingen ; and would 
* certainly both fecure us in the quiet Poffeffion of our 
* prefent Acquifitions, and facilitate farther Con- 
* quefts. The Polleflion of Litle will be of no little 
* Advantage to the States, when at the general Treaty 
© of Peace they fhall come to fertle a Bacrier in the 
‘ Netherlands: For ‘tis properly an Acquifition from 
‘ Brance, to whom it was yielded by Spain by the 
* Treaties of Aix la Chapelle, Nimegen, and Ryfwick. 
‘ And as the States bore almoft all the Expence of the 
* Siege, fo the Nomination of a Governour &c, was 
* whiolly left to them. 
* Letters from Italy and Switzerland: affure us, that 
* the Marfhal de Villars has been oblig’d to lay afide 
‘ his Defiga to befiege Fort Exilles; either by. the 
* Snows, Which had begun. to fall thick, or the Want 
‘ of neceflary Stores for fuch an Enterprize ; perhaps 
* by both. {In the mean time the Imperialifts are ad- 
* yancing into the Ferrareze, and will be follow’d clofe 
* by the Pruffians, to accelerate a Treaty of Accommo- 
* dation between the Emperour and the Pope. The 
* States General being thoroughly difpos'd to Support 
* the Interefts of his Imperial Majefty, have taken: pro-
